Laws are of no cons©-* 
quence* unless e.very individual helps 
to execute them- Mayor Clarke’s 
suggestion is that if the province 
wishes to abolish liquor entirely 
there must be something to replace 
it.—Amusements that will occupy the 
time that is usually given to drink. 
He says the womens Institute os cap¬ 
able of this. 

Mrs. Roy answered the Mayor’s ad¬ 
dress, thanking him for his hearty 
welcome and seconded his idea of the 
Institute co-operation with the gov¬ 
ernment to do away with liquor en¬ 
tirely. Our President emphasized on 
the scandalous things we see caused 
by liquor in our small towns where 
we see men paying twice and three 
times the value a bottle and their 
families at home are wanting food 
and clothing. Of course this state ex¬ 
ists in the cities but is not so readily 
noticed as in a small town where 
each one knowg all his neighbours. 

Report Of Miss Maclsaac 

Since the Armistice was signed it 
seems a lull has fallen over the peo¬ 
ple, a relaxation from the continuous 
strain of war. Our Institutes all did 
war work and when this was all fin¬ 
ished some of them felt as if theitf 
work was done- Miss Maclsaac and 
Mrs. Rogers took up relief work for 
the drought areas and appealed to 
all the Institutes to help, for of course 
this was work for more than two and 
met with a hearty response. There 
was not one institute reported in the 
province that had not done their bit 
so as Mrs Rogers puts it “Something 
for us to do is a necessary stimulus 
to us all.”

Report of Committee on Legislation

A deputation was sent to the Pre¬ 
mier last November to make the fol¬ 
lowing requests. They asked that 
the whole wheat flour should be placed 
upon the market again; to have all 
persons incarcerated in prisons paid 
wages, in the case of a married man 
these wages to go to the supprt of 
his family and a single man in the 
bank against the time of his release; 
that an investigation be made of all 
the milk supply and steps taken for 
its control: that means be taken by 


Child Welfare 


During 1919, the total catch of all 
fish landed at Prince Rupert, B. C., 
amounted to 66,778,900 lbs, Of this 
amount, 46,888,400 lbs were handled 
in Canadian bottoms. 35-380,000 lbs 
represented the salmon catchy which 
was valued at approximately $4,607,- 
903. The Halibut catch in 1919 at 
Prince Rupert amounted to 16,476,270 
lbs.

Deaths in 
Alberta are reported of children bet¬ 
ween the ages of one and four years, 
number 1200. The population of one 
good sized town of native born citi¬ 
zens is lost to Alberta each year. 

This work should be taken up by 
every institute and pamphlets are ob¬ 
tainable from the Social Service Lea¬ 
gue on 41 different topics.

Penalty 


Every person required to make a return, who 
falls to do so within the time limit, shall be 
subject to a penalty of Twenty-five per centum 
of the amount of the tax payable.

His old suit needs pressing. The cost 
has raised 100 per cent. If we deny 
the right 'to increase the price asked 
for his poultry, he must go shabby. 

The style of the best suit he form¬ 
erly wore cost $20.00. The same suit 
to-day cost s $50.00 or more, and he 
must* get a corresponding increase for 
his products or go without a new suit. 
He strolls into an office- He sees 
men wearing 'tailor-made suits that 
cost from $75.00 upwards, and he won¬ 
ders whatever they could have been 
doing tQ afford such luxuries. That 
night he takes home a new suit con¬ 
sisting of overalls and a jumper. 

The shoes he used to wear cost 
around $3.00 per pair. They now cost 
from $7.00 to $12.00. If he w r ere com¬ 
pelled to sell butter at from 25 to 30 
cents a pound, as formerly, he would 
be compelled to go barefooted There 
are some people so unreasonable as to 
really enjoy paying an extravagant 
price for a pair of shoes solely for the 
distinction the wearing of them will 
give, who, at the same time would 
complain bitterly and howl ‘ profiteer’ 
if I asked a nickel apiece for eggs. 
Yet I will wager that one could go 
further in bare feet than on an empty 
stomach- 

The farmer needs lumber for build¬ 
ing or repairs. Raise in the price of 
100 to 150 per cent stares him in the 
face, and he must have more for his 
bean s or abandon his improvement. 
He hires a carpenter, who begins to 
work after he himself has done half 
a day’s work already, according to the 
carpenter’s reckoning. The carpenter 
quits and goes home ( while 'the form¬ 
er is still in the field, with another 
half a day ! s work at chores waiting 
for hime around home. Can the farm¬ 
er pay such expenses and sell his po- 
to pay such expenses and sell his po¬ 
tatoes at 50 cents per sack? 


from some of our younger generation) 
and really get down to “honest-to - 
goodness” production and economy 
and the farmer will be with you 
heart and soul- 

If everybody in the big family poli¬ 
tic will quit talking jand do \tbese 
things, the farmers will make you 
this proposition: They will work 

eight hours for themselves and then 
devote to he general good this over¬ 
time, provided you of the cities will 
do likewise. If you will do this, you 
will not need long to cry about the 
high cost of living, because you will 
be doing the only thing that can be 
done to remedy the situation; that is, 
you will be increasing production in 
orde r that you may increase your 
standards of living. 

One thing more: For many, many 
yeajrs prior to the war the 

farmers worked for a bare living. Not 
only this, but there has been made a 
steady draught on the fertility of all 
the soils of this and other countries. 
We have bbeen mining our soils rath¬ 
er than farming them. In 'the last five 
years the farmers everywhere have 
awakened t Q the absolute absurdity 
of working lo$g hours for a bare liv¬ 
ing and possibly a loss. According to 
the United States Department of Ag¬ 
riculture, the average income of the 
average farmer in the United States 
is less than $800 a year. Now, I say 
to you city people and you city con¬ 
sumers that the farmer is never again 
going to work for a mere pittance: 
he is never again going to mine his 
soil, and he is never again going to 
be content with $800 a year when city 
mechanics are getting $8 a day- You 
may as well realize this now as any 
other time. 

The position of the farmer was re¬ 
cently admirably stated by George W. 
Pierce of Davis. He said: 

“We take it for granted that no one 
will argue that the farmer should be 
denied 'the necessities of life. Let us 
suppose that the prices and wages 
that prevail in our several cities in 
merchandising, in the* trades, in the 
shops, in the professions, etc. are 
right, and in them here is no extor¬ 
tion, no profiteering. Let us now sup¬ 
pose that the farmer confies to town. 

“ He needs a new hat, Formerly 

he paid about $3 for one; the price 

now is $5 or more. Pie must have a 

hat, but he cannot afford to sell eggs 

at 20 cents a dozen to pay for a $5 

hat. He would have to work his hens 
i \ 

overtime to d Q it and the hens refuse 
to work overtime. 

1 ‘He needs a haircut. The price has 
gone from 25 to 50 cents. The farmer 
cannot furnish you milk at 7 cents 
a quart to raise the price of a 50 cent 
haircut. He needs a shave. The 
price has jumped from 15 to 25 cents 
If he cannot obtain more for his 'hogs 
than formerly he will have to cut a 
shave- 

“His Sunday shirt needs laundering 
Its cost has doubled. Must he be com¬ 
pelled to sell his beef at greater price \ 


In our cities there is a feeling that 
the farmer is profiteering. Let us 
plan a method to insure our protec¬ 
tion. It seems to be necessary a this 
time- • Suppose we take over the 
farming industry and manage the fi¬ 
nancial part of it. We will let he 
farmer do the work. He seems to 
understand that part of it and can do 
it probably as well as we could. We 
must keep him satisfied, however, so 
we will allow him and his family the 
wages they w r ould receive were they 
city workers. We will guarantee him 
a 6 per cent income on his. investment 
and take his crop. 

1 While the farmer should not ex¬ 
pect to rate on a salary basis with 
the bank president, or th manager 
of a great corporation, he should at 
least receive the compensation receiv¬ 
ed by the hod-carrier, the carpenter, 
the mechanic, or possibly the ship¬ 
builder. From $1 to $1-50 per hour 
is not an unusual wage in the later 
occupations. The farmer works on 
an average from 12 to 14 hours daily. 
Fudge on him a little, he will never 
know the difference, and we will call 
it 12 hour s at $1 per'hour, or $12 per 
day. For 300 working days he will 
receive $3600. Allow double time 
for at least 50 Sundays; which amount 
to $100, as not allowing for any over¬ 
time. Then add t 0 these totals $4800 
Inasmuch as the average farmer has 
worked for an average of $800 per 
yeaiTj -acco'rding to the Agricultural 
Department, such an income, we feel 
sure will please him- Of course his 
wife is entitled to the minimum wage 
for women a s fixed by law, and God 
only knows how we can keep her 
from working overtime. Then add to 
these totals 6 per cent net on the 
farmer’s investment and the crop of 
yours. Why food products will be 
so cheap that it will be a pleasure to 
buy. 


days about a 44-hour week for labor. 
Practically all the industries in the 
city have a basic eight-hour day. with 
time and one-half or double time for 
over work. The dairyman has no 
fault to find with this ideal, provided 
that the man that wo*ks eight hours 
a day in the city is willing to pay the 
farmer on the same basis. For in¬ 
stance, if 'the dairyman finds it neces¬ 
sary to get up at 3 o‘ clock in the 
morning and work continuously un- 
6 at night, that means about 14 hours 
a day. According to city standards, 
he would get paid for eight hours, 
six hours overtime, which would 
bring his wages up to a little over two 
eight-hour days Reckoning from 

this standpoint, no one will deny that 
the dairyman should figure in his cost 
of producing milk, accordingly. Let 
us say right here that if the farmer 
did that the consumer in the city 
would be paying far above the pres¬ 
ent prices for dairy products. 

The city consumer also should rea¬ 
lize that any man going into the dairy 
industry is giving up all possibility of 
any recreation, or holidays, or even 
Sunday’s rest, as the cows have to be 
milked seven day s in the week and 
365 days in the year. 

Now as to the remedy for the high 
cost of living. If the people in the 
cities really wish to get down to bus¬ 
iness and reduce the cost of living, 
the farmers will tighten up their belt 
buckles and concentrate their efforts 
on larger production. They, however, 
will not go alone. Let the housewife 
decide that s he will do as 'the house¬ 
wife in the country does—do her own 
baking, washing,cut out 'the frills, 
and furbelows and eliminate some of 
the extravagance of moving pictures 
and other diversions not found neces-. 
sary by the rural housewife. If she 
will stop paying $25 to $50 for hats 
and from $75 to $150 for everyday 
dresses,, ,and then go around to her 
neighbours and brag about the price 
she paid for them and at 'the same 
time to make a howl about 30 cents a 
month increase in her milk bill, she 
will be getting somewhere. Eliminate 
the silk-stocking and silk-skirt craze 


Give T he Dairymen 

A Square Deal

The consumers are about equally 
divided between the city and country 
population. If you destroy the ag¬ 
riculture you will, in turn, destroy the 
cities. Therefore, it will be apparent 
to most sensibly SEmireali 
to most reasonable-minded people 
that the welfare of every citizen of 
the State is bound up in he agricul¬ 
tural industries of the State, and. for 
that reason, it may be well to try to 
get the point of view of the country 
consumer, who, like his city cousin, 
must necessarily buy the necessities 1 
of life in like quantity and of like 
quality. 

Dairymen are a great deal more 
concerned to-day over 'the individual 
problems of making both ends meet 
than they have over any statistics and 
long lists of tabulated figures in re¬ 
gard to the production of milk, butter 
or cheese. The dairymen used to be 
able to take 100 pounds of milk and 
exchange for a good pair of shoes; 
but. to-day at going prices for both 
milk and shoes, it takes nearly 300 
pounds of milk to get ttha pair of 
shoes. 

When he dairyman wants to buy 
clothes he has to put up in like mea¬ 
sure. When he buys clothes he finds 
that all classes have gone up 100 to 
150 per bent in price, which he has 
150 per cent in price which is a great¬ 
er rate of interest than he has receiv¬ 
ed in the past five year s for his milk- 
When he talks about getting a fair 
price *for milk he is immediately met 
with shouts and execrations from city 
people hat he is a profiteer. 

The dairymen’s problem today is to 
live, and the dairymen maintain that 
they will not allow he city consumer 
t 0 force the rural standard of living 
down to a point where their social 
relogious and educational standards 
will be impaired. Failing to receive 
cost and a reasonable profit for milk,

stock, but he must gain a complete 
knowledge of the course of his product 
from the farm to the producer. Re¬ 
ferring to the prices paid for hides, he 
instanced the experience of a farmer 
who had sold two cowhides. This 
farmer by adding two dollars to the 
proceeds was able to buy a pair of 
toots. The prices of harness and sad¬ 
dles were fixed-Why not the price 

hides? If a fixed price for one, why 
not a fixed price for all? At present 


entation for the producers. Had the 
farmers been more completely organ¬ 
ized they would have had greater re¬ 
presentation. 

Instancing the cost of organization 
the speaker referred to the newsboys 
on the city streets who pay $5.00 and 
up for the protection of their inter¬ 
ests through their union; and so on 
throughout the sphere of labour, some 
trades paying as much as $47.00 per 
year. The farmers through the U.¬ 
F.A. paid only $2.00—which amount 
was often hard to collect. 

The speaker emphasized the neces¬ 
sity of the farmer taking greater in¬ 
terest in his business; it was not suf¬ 
ficient to be merely producers; they 
must through their agricultural so¬ 
ciety improve the practise of farming, 
and through their U.F. A. and W.a7 
improve the marketing and laws con 
cerning same.
